Tried 'Smear' 


I WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. 
J. W. Fulbdght accuses a 
newspaper published by an 
ex-aide to President Lyndon 
B. Johnaon of trying to dis- 
credit Wm, saying it quoted 
out of context an off-the-reo 


ora interview. 

Editor William S. Mollwaio 
of Newsday, a Garden City, 
N. Y., daiiy published by 
former presidential press sec- 
retary Bill D. Moyers— said 
the interview was on the 
record and its story “gccu* 
rate and entirely In con- 
text.’* 


At issue was yesterday’s 
dispatch from Washington oy 
Newsday p o 1 i t i c a F writer 
Prank Lynn quoting Fulhright 
a L ia y in 8 *>®e government 
officials view Vietnam as “a 
nice little war, not too much 
killing, but still a big help 
to the economy,” 


the STORY said Fulbrlght 
specified Sens. Richard B. 
Russell, D-Ga., and Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., and Rep. 
L. Mendel Rivers, D-S.C,, as 
among backers of Johnson’s 
policies whose home areas 
benefitted from war-generated 
Defense Department con- 
tracts. 

Fuibright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Cqm- 
mittee and a persistent 
congressional foe of Johnson’s 
Vietnam policies, said of the 


story: “f can only assume mat 
this may be an effort to dls* 
credit me because I am criti- 
cal of administration-policy in 
Vietnam.” 

“I did have a background 
and off-the-record luncheon 
conversation with Mr, Lynn- 
The publication of out of con- 
text statements which I am 
alleged to have made is most 
regrettable,” the Arkansas 
Democrat said in a statement. 

FULBRIGRT SAID nothing 
he told Lynn about members 
of Congress or government 
officials was intended “in any 
way to Impugn their motives, 
Whatever position# they have 
taken regarding the Vietnam 
war, 

“If anything attributed to 
me in this story in any way 
reflects upon the honesty, In- 
tegrity, or motives of any 
member of Congress or offi- 
cial of this government, I did 
not intend it.” 

He apologized tn his col- 
leagues “for any embarrass- 
ment or unwarranted at- 
tention” the article may have 
caused them and said they 
“are aware that in die atmos- 
phere in which we operate we 
are aften misquoted er mis- 
interpreted"
